All his fiiends who stayed with Ukrainistics in Kiev were liquidated 
in the purge* In 1938 he was called to the Pedagogical Institute as 
a Ukrainist because of shortage of Ukrainists at all* and then to Kiev# 
to the Institute of Li^istics* 

At the Institute of Llnguistjs in 19^1 he was denounced by one of 
his colleagues for making a derogatory M««}^ ; .'fbout Khrushchev ( he^. ./ 
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consented indeed on Khrus|gghev^|^. arrival in Kiev : "And whereto all this is 
leading? Already even to/the Secretary of the CPU a Russian locksmith 
has been appointed i")-and "was in trouble”* Fortunately for him* the 
investigation was interrupted by the outbreak of war. Subject was evacuated 
from Kiev and joined the army* ffn the army he was with the Military 
Intteiligence * as an interpreter in Qerman , and an interrogator of German 
cupturdd officers* with staffs up to corps* On this occasion he saw and re 
Hitelr's plan on Ukraine* ' 

After the war 3ubject returned to his dialectology * and organized 
the magazine Ukraingka Mova V Shkoli in 1951* He was editor of this journal 
until i960. Since 1956 he was also edit or of » Di aledaological Bui etin". 

At the present/ he is working on /€Ialebtological i jJkrainia n| maps and 
Atlas/ * He was promised Rub el 200*000 for printing of E jf im c color maps 
but so far* mainly due to BILODID'S obstruction* those funds were s not 
made .available * Subject hopes to make his Atlas even better than the 
|2tl-$^iAn one by AVANESOV* His chief collaborator on the Atlas is T. NAZAROVA, 
Ukrainized daughter of Rus ian parents in Kiev*
